'•tinicd 800.000'tons more of sugar in 1922 than in the preceding 
y«ar. There has been such a demand for this universally used 
cSmmoditj that the"cry of shortage has been raised, though the 
D^rt information available is to the effect Ihat there is

Tor people lo become fright- 
ened and start to hoarding would be playing into the hands ot 
the speculators and assist them into their designs.
